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1. Summary of Changes 

This subchapter has been revised in implementation of the SCOTUS 
decision, the Department of Justice has directed that federal agencies 
revise their rules and guidelines to bring their language into conformance 
with the Windsor decision and the federal recognition of same-sex 
marriages for purposes of federal law. By way of example, where a 7 
FAM provision refers to "a woman's husband", the text has been changed 
to read "a woman's spouse." 

2. If this issuance changed less than half the words, we formatted the 
changed text in dark magenta italic. If this issuance changed more than 
half the words, we did not use dark magenta italic. The CT line in each 
section shows when that section last changed.
